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ABSTRACT 

A distance detection apparatus cancels signal delay 
times of transmission and reception circuits (13, 15, 22, 
25), which are causes of the errors of distance detection, 
by receiving a transmission signal turned back directly 
to measure the difference between the transmission timing 
and the reception timing at that time, and by setting the 
value obtained by the measurement as a correction value 
at the time of obtaining the measurement distance.
